Ordonnance of the King againft Vagabonds, and 
as have wifible Wey of Living. Dated 
gvember 10, 171%. 
Majefty bein inform’d, that there are fpread 
H in the Provinces and Countries of Picardy, Ar- 
tois, Hainault, Cambrefis, Soiffons, the 3 Bifhop- 
fiche, Gbeenp2gn* and Brie, and even in the Gene- 
lity of Paris, a great Number of Vagabonds, and 
Perfons without any vifible way of Living, who 
athering themfelves together, take Arms, and 
fs the Inbabitants to take them into their Hov- 
fes, and farnifh them with Provifions, binder his 
Majefty’s Farmers from levying the Duties of their 
Farms, oppofe by Arms the Execution of Jultice, 
and’ continually commit Diforders and Violences, 
which equally affe&t the Authority of Majefty, the 
pablick Security, and the Repofe of particular Per- 
fons ; againft which, it being neceffary to provide 
with all the Severity that the Importance of the 
Occafion demands, his Majefty, with the Advice 
of M. the Dake Regent, hath and doth Ordain, 
Wills and Commands. 

1. That by the Care of the Governours, and 
Lieutenants Genera! of the faid Provinces, the Ge- 
neral Officers and particular Commanders of the 
Troops which his Majefty has there caus’d to be 
affembled, and of the [ntendants of the faid Coun- 
ttiex 2nd Generalities, a ftri€t Search be made in 
ali the Cities, Burroughs, Villages, Parifhes and 
Communities of the faid Countries and Geoerali- 
ties, for all the Vagabonds, and People having no 
‘vifihle Way of Living ; who fhall be arrefted aad 
committed to the Royal Prifons. 

2. It is his Majefty’s Pleafure, that the Prevorg) 
of the Marfhals fend every Weck the State of 


the Vagabond: or People without Employment fo 


attefted in the Limits of their Diftriét, to the Se~ 
cretary at War, with an exa&t Memorial of their 
Chatater, Age, Stature, Strength or Infiemities, to 
the ehd that upon the Account that fliall be given 
of them to his Majefty, Orders may be given for 
fending thole to the Colonies who are fic to ferve, 
and for punifhing the reft. 

3. His Majefty declares for Vagabonds thofe 
who have no Profeffion, Trade, certain Habitation, 
or Eftate to fubfift ons and generally thofe who 
are not acknowledg’d and cannot bring Certificates 
from credible Perfons, of their good Life and Maa. 
nets, 


-4. It is his Majefty’s Pleafore, that for the more 
facilitating this Search, all the Peafants, Artifans 
and Merchants of the open Country of the Gene- 
ralities of Paris, Amiens, Soiffons and Chalont, 
fhall be oblig’d within. the Space of a Month from 
the Day of the Publication of thefe Prefents, each 
to take a Certificate from the Intendants or their 
Delegates, of their Name, Age, Quality, Habitati- 
On,Stature, and the particular Signs by which they 
are known, which Certificates fhall be given with- 
out Fee or Reward. 


All Peafants, Merchants, or Artificers, who. 
after the Term of that Month fhall be found at a 


League Dittance from their Habitation, not havin 
abour them the faid Certificate, fhall be Er 


and committed to Prifon, to remain there til! fuch-. 


time as they have juftified their good Condué, and 
paid 20 Livres Forfeitare, which fhall be iven by 
reft 


er of the Intendant to thofe who fhall have pr- . 


ed them, 

_ 6. The Peafants dwelling in the Country of Ar. 
tois, in the Cambrefis*Hainault, the Bifhopricks, 
and the neighbouring Countries, whethes they live 
in the Dominions of a Foreign Prince, or in that of 

s Majefty, fhall not enter the faid Generalities 
Without having in like Manner a Certificate from 
theie Curate, authoriz’d by the Judge of the Place, 


expedited in the Form above prefcrib’d, 
the Penalties aforefaid. 
Every one who carriesa falfe Cettificate, ora 
Certificate given to avother, fhall be reputed a Va- 
gabond, and as fuch fhall be taken Prifoner, ‘and' 
fent to the Colonies. 

8. In cafe the faid Vagabonds ‘affémble together‘ 

with Arms, to infeft the faid Provinces and ‘Coun-- 
tries, his Majefty commands and requires all his Of- 
ficers,; General and Particular, commanding his. 
Troops that are'there, or may be there hereafter, 
to fall upon and’ attack them by Force of Arms; 
where ever they can be found. as 

9. It is bis Majefty’s Pleafure, that when any of 
the faid Vagabonds arm’d and colleéted in Troops, 
fhall be arrefted by the faid Soldiers, or other his 
Subje&ts, their Procefs fhall be made according to 
the Orders of the General Officer commanding the 
{aid Troops, to be a enero, to Martial Law 
by the Prevoft or his Licutenants, in the Form ob- 
ferv’d in bis Majefty’s Camps and Armies, 

10. When any fuch Vagabond fhall have been. 
judged as abovefaid, thofe who took him fhall be 
raid Order of the Iatendant 100, Livres, bring- 
ing a Certificate that they took him, : 

11. His Majefty forbids all Perfons of whatfo- 
ever Condition they be, to give any Shelter in their 
Chateau’s, Houfes, Farms, Mills, or other Depen- 
dances, to the faid Vagabonds in Troops, or. any of . 
them, or to farnifh them with Provifions, on pain 
of Death. And it is his Majefty’s Picafare, that in 

. cafe they be forc’d to it, they give Advice thereof 
in 24 Hours time to the Commander of the Troops 
neareft to them. 


12. His Majefty in like Manner, and under the : 
fame Penalty, com the Keepers of the Woods be- | 


longing to the King’or to Private Perfons, to give 
Advice to the faid Commander, of the Vagabonda 
that sotisc incu ur pals chro” the faid Woods, 

13. All Farmers of Bridges ot Fertics are forbid 
to let fuch Vagabonds pafs, and in cafe of Force to 
give Notice in 24 Hours. *
